ADMINISTRATIVE  RULING  NO.  1. 

BY  THE  COMMISSION: 

Numerous  requests  have  been  presented  to  the  Commission  by  rail 
road  and  street  railway  companies  and  other  persons  interested,  for 
an  administrative  ruling  upon  the  questions — 

1st — Whether  or  not  the  issuance  of  free  passes  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  railroad  companies  to  be  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  dependent  members  of  the  families  of  such  officers 
and  employes;  and 

2nd — Whether  or  not  the  according  of  free  transportation  by  common 
carriers  to  policemen  and  firemen  in  the  discharge  of  their 
public  duties 

are  violations  of  the  Act  of  July  26th,  1913,  known  as  “The  Public 
Service  Company  Law.” 

A public  hearing  in  this  matter  was  held  by  the  Commission  at 
Harrisburg,  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  1914,  at  which  railroad  and 
railway  companies  and  others  appeared  and  were  heard,  and  all  per- 
sons interested  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  In  this 
case  the  Commission  has  concluded  to  rule  administratively  upon 
the  questions  presented. 

1.  After  careful  consideration,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  spirit  and  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  The 
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Public  Service  Company  Law  oi'  July  26tli,  1913,  are  not  such  as  to 
require  the  Commission  to  regard  as  a violation  of  the  law  the  prac- 
tice of  railroad  companies  of  issuing  free  passes  to  their  officers  and 
employees  to  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  dependent  members 
of  the  families  of  such  officers  and  employes,  which  practice  has  had 
the  sanction  of  custom  since  the  adoption  of  the  Pass  Provision  of  the 
Constitution  of  1874,  and  the  Act  of  June  15th,  1874,  passed  to  carry 
that  provision  of  the  Constitution  into  effect. 

1.  It  is  therefore  ruled  that  the  granting  without  unfair  discrimi- 
nation by  railroad  companies  of  free  passes  to  their  officers  and  em- 
ployees, to  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  dependent  members  of  the 
families  of  such  officers  and  employees,  will  not  be  regarded  by  the 
Commission  as  a violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

2.  The  Commission  is  further  of  the  opinion  that  free  transporta- 
tion, without  unfair  discrimination,  by  common  carriers,  on  behalf  of 
the  Commonwealth,  or  on  behalf  of  any  municipality  thereof, 
of  policemen  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  and 
similarly,  that  free  transportation,  without  unfair  discrimination, 
by  common  carriers,  on  behalf  of  any  such  municipality,  of 
firemen  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  is  not  such  free 
transportation  as  is  prohibited  by  (he  provisions  of  The  Public 
Service  Company  Law,  and  will  not  be  regarded  by  the  Commission 
as  a violation  thereof,

Decided  July  23rd,  1914 


In  re  Transportation  of  Railroad  Contractors 
tlieir  Men,  Materials  and  Equipment. 


BY  THE  COMMISSION: 

The  Commission  has  been  requested  in  several  communications 
from  railroad  companies  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  express  its 
opinion  upon  the  question  whether  or  not  such  carriers  may  lawfully 
transport  contractors,  their  men,  material  and  tools,  equipment 
and  supplies,  in  and  about  the  performance  of  work  being  done  by 
the  contractor  for  such  carrier,  without  charging  and  collecting  tariff 
rates  of  compensation  for  such  transportation,  as  in  the  ordinary 
case  of  transportation  service  being  rendered  to  the  public. 

The  question  thus  presented  is  a close  one  under  the  provision  of 
The  Public  Service  Company  Law.  The  Act  provides  in  Section  1, 
sub-section  (d)  of  Article  II,  that  the  rates  or  other  compensation 
‘‘for  any  service  rendered  or  furnished”  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  pub- 
lished tariffs  of  the  company,  and  by  Section  7 of  Article  III,  it  is 
made  unlawful  for  any  carrier,  after  January  1st,  1914,  to  render  or 
furnish  any  service  of  the  kind  or  character  rendered  or  furnished 
by  it,  except  in  accordance  with  such  published  tariffs. 

Section  S of  the  same  Article  prohibits  all  unjust  discrimination, 
as  therein  defined,  as  well  as  all  undue  or  unreasonable  preference. 
The  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  prohibits  the  granting  by 
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any  common  carrier  of  any  free  passes,  except  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  carrier  issuing  such  passes. 

The  Commission  has  given  the  subject  careful  consideration  and 
as  a result  thereof  has  concluded  not  to  construe  the  law  as  pre- 
venting a common  carrier  fi  om  according  free  or  reduced  rate  trans- 
portation to  a contractor,  his  men,  materials,  tools,  equipments  and 
supplies  necessary  to  be  transported  by  such  contractor  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  being  done  for  the  carrier  by  the  contractor, 
inasmuch  as  the  contractor,  under  such  circumstances,  is  to  all  prac- 
tical intents  and  purposes,  an  employee  of  the  carrier,  engaged  in 
work  for  the  carrier,  and  the  transportation  is,  in  substance  and 
effect,  transportation  rendered  by  the  carrier  to  itself.

BY  THE  COMMISSION : 

The  Commission  has  been  requested  to  express  its  opinion  upon  the 
question  whether  a railroad  company,  street  railway  company,  or 
other  transportation  company,  may  lawfully  grant  free  passes  to 
charitable  organizations. 

As  we  have  heretofore  had  occasion  to  point  out,  in  connection  with 
similar  questions  relative  to  the  subject  of  free  transportation,  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  Article  XVII,  Section  8,  ex- 
pressly provides,  that: 

“No  railroad,  railway  or  other  transportation  com- 
pany, shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes  at  a discount,  to 
any  person  except  officers  or  employees  of  the  company.” 

So  long  as  this  prohibition  remains  as  it  now  stands  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  Commission  is  powerless  to  hold  that  free  transportation  may 
be  issued  to  a charitable  organization  for  charitable  purposes,  how- 
ever much  we  might  otherwise  be  in  accord  with  a public  policy  which 
would  permit  of  such  free  transportation  in  this  class  of  cases.

THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMPANY  LAW,  Approved  July  26th, 
1913,  Article  2,  Section  1 (t),  provides  in  part  as  follows: 


“To  make  no  change  in  any  tariff  or  schedule,  which  shall 
have  been  filed  or  published  or  posted  by  auy  public  service 
company  in  compliance  with  the  preceding  sections,  except 
after  thirty  days’  notice  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  pub- 
lic, posted  and  published  in  the  manner,  form  and  places 
required  with  respect  to  the  original  tariffs  or  schedules, 
which  shall  plainly  state  the  exact  changes  proposed  to  be 
made  iu  the  tariffs  or  schedules  then  in  force,  and  whether 
an  increase  or  decrease,  and  the  time  when  the  proposed 
changes  will  go  into  effect;  * * *” 

The  term  “then  in  force’’  as  employed  in  the  paragraph  above 
quoted  must  be  interpreted  as  requiring  that  a tariff  or  schedule 
filed  and  posted  must  be  allowed  to  become  effective  and  remain  in 
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effect  tor  at  least  thirty  days  before  any  change  may  be  made 
therein,  unless  specific  authority  be  granted  by  the  Commission,  but 
this  will  not  affetd  tariffs  or  schedules  containing  rates  for  ex- 
cursions limited  to  certain  designated  periods  under  authority  of 
General  Order  No.  4,  of  21st  day  of  January,  1914.

Article  3,  Section  1,  sub  section  (c)  of  The  Public  Service  Com- 
pany Law,  which  went  into  full  force  and  effect  January  1st,  1914, 
provides,  that  any  public  service  company 

•■may  require  the  payment  of  charges  in  advance,  the 
making  of  reasonable  minimum  payments  and  deposits 
to  secure  future  payments  of  such  charges;  or  it  may 
allow  discounts  for  prompt  payments  of  the  same,  or 
impose  penalties  for  failure  to  pay  promptly;  Provided, 

That  such  advance  charges,  minimum  payments,  de- 
posits, discounts,  or  penalties  are  reasonable  and  apply 
equally  and  without  discrimination  or  preference  to  all 
shippers,  consumers,  and  patrons,  under  like  conditions 
and  under  similar  circumstances,”  and 

Article  3,  Section  1,  sub-section  (c)  of  The  Public  Service  Corn- 
further  provides  that 

"Every  public  service  company  shall  also  file  with  and 
as  a part  of  such  tariffs  and  schedules  and  post,  as  di- 
rected, all  rules  and  regulations  that  in  any  manner  af- 
fect the  said  prices,  charges,  rates,  fares,  tolls  or  other 
compensation.” 

Under  the  above  provisions  of  the  law,  all  public  service  companies 
imposing  penalties  for  failure  to  pay  bills  promptly,  or  allowing 
discounts  for  prompt  payment  of  bills,  must  provide  in  their  posted 
and  filed  tariffs  or  in  their  rules  and  regulations  which  are  part 
of  said  tariffs,  a rule  clearly  stating  the  said  purpose  for  which, 
and  the  exact  circumstances  and  conditions  under  which,  penalties 
are  imposed  and  discounts  allowed,  and  in  the  case  of  allowance  of 
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discounts,  stating  also,  in  clear  and  unambiguous  terms,  whether  or 
not  payments  mailed,  as  evidenced  by  the  United  States  post  office 
mark,  on  or  previous  to  the  last  day  of  the  discount  period,  will 
be  deemed  by  the  company  to  be  a payment  of  the  bill  within  such 
discount  period. 

No  opinion  is  here  expressed  with  respect  to  the  propriety  of 
the  continuance  or  adoption  of  a rule  providing  for  the  mailing  of 
payment  on  the  last  day  of  the  discount  period,  but  this  ruling  is 
issued  merely  for  the  purpose  of  requiring  that  such  practices  as 
are  in  vogue,  or  as  may  be  adopted,  shall  be  clearly  set  forth  in  the 
tariff  and  applied  equally  and  without  discrimination  or  preference 
to  all  shippers,  consumers  and  patrons,  under  like  conditions  and  un- 
der similar  circumstances,  as  provided  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  As- 
sembly. ^ 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED:  That  all  public  service  companies 
shall  comply  with  the  above  ruling  by  supplement  to  or  re-issues 
of  existing  tariffs,  on  or  before  March  1st,  1915,  on  five  days  previous 
notice  to  this  Commission  and  the  public,  posted  and  filed  as  re- 
quired by  law.

In  order  that  all  purchasers  of  monthly,  quarterly,  or  other  forms 
of  commutation  and  term  tickets,  not  including  live-hundred  mile  and 
one-thousand  mile  tickets,  may  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  the  limit 
during  which  such  tickets  are  valid,  and  for  the  further  convenience 
of  passengers  using  such  forms  of  tickets/  to  or  from  non-agency  sta- 
tions, they  shall  be  sold,  upon  application,  at  least  one  day  in  ad- 
vance of  the  date  the  initial  trip  is  to  be  made. 

If  the  initial  trip  is  to  be  made  on  Monday,  such  tickets  may  be 
purchased  on  the  preceding  Saturday  or  Sunday. 

In  applying  for  a ticket  of  this  description,  the  purchaser  must 
declare  the  date  upon  which  such  initial  trip  is  to  be  made,  which  date 
should  be  prominently  shown  on  ticket,  accompanied  by  a.  statement 
indicating  that  ticket  will  not  be  valid  prior  to  the  date  of  such 
initial  trip,  as  indicated. 

Necessary  corrections  to  existing  tariffs  may  be  made  by  supple- 
ments or  reissues  upon  five  days’  notice  to  this  Commission,  which 
tariffs  or  supplements  should  indicate  that  such  issue  is  made  “By 
authority  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  Administrative  Ruling  No.  7,  of  April  9,  1915.”

(In  re  Regulation  of  the  Crossing  of  Facilities  of  one  Public  Service 
Company  with  those  of  another  Public  Service  Company) 


Whereas,  some  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  the  proper  procedure  to  be 
followed  under  General  Order  No.  11  of  this  Commission,  it  is  here- 
by declared  and  determined: 

(1)  Where  the  Public  Service  Companies  have  entered  into  an 
agreement,  providing  for  and  prescribing  the  particular  point  or 
points  of  crossing  and  also  the  way  and  manner  of  the  construction 
thereof,  no  notice  is  required  to  be  served  upon  the  company  whose 
facilities  are  crossed,  but  notice  of  the  proposed  crossing  must  first 
he  given  in  writing  to  the  Commission,  together  with  a certified  copy 
of  the  agreement,  and  immediately  after  the  crossing  or  crossings 
have  been  constructed,  a certificate,  duly  verified,  setting  forth  that 
the  same  have  been  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreement,  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  Commission ; 

(2)  Where  the  Public  Service  Companies  have  executed  general 
agreements,  which  do  not  specify  the  particular  point  or  points  of 
crossing,  but  provide  for  the  way  and  manner  of  the  construction  of 
all  crossings,  notices  as  required  by  General  Order  No.  11  must  be 
served  upon  the  company  whose  facilities  are  crossed  and  copy  of  said 
notices,  with  proof  of  service  thereof,  filed  with  the  Commission, 
together  with  certified  copy  of  the  general  agreement,  unless  same 
has  been  heretofore  filed; 

(3)  Where  no  agreement  exists  between  the  Public  Service  Com- 
panies, with  respect  to  crossings,  notices  must  be  served  and  filed  as 
required  by  General  Order  No.  11.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF 

INTEREST  ON  OVERCHARGE  CLAIMS 


In  the  settlement  of  an  overcharge  claim  (by  which  is  meant  the 
refund  of  the  amount  collected  in  excess  of  the  legally  published 
rate,  and,  iu  the  Reparation  Docket,  of  the  reasonable  rate  as  therein 
determined)  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  interest  upon  the  amount 
refunded  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  (6%)  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  improper  collection. 

The  Commission  does  not  regard  it  as  unlawful  for  a claimant 
to  accept  in  satisfaction  of  his  claim  the  ascertained  amount  of  an 
overcharge  without  interest;  and  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  when  such  refund  is  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  im- 
proper collection  of  the  overcharge,  it  may  be  regarded,  in  accord- 
ance with  a well-established  usage,  as  a cash  transaction,  upon 
which  interest  does  not  accrue. 

The  views  expressed  in  this  ruling  shall  be  understood  as  apply 
ing  to  all  pending  and  unsettled  overcharge  claims  and  to  those 
arising  in  the  future,  but  not  as  authorizing  or  requiring  the 
reopening  of  any  claim  which  has  been  settled  and  closed  by  the  ac- 
ceptance by  a claimant  of  the  amount  of  an  overcharge  without  in- 
terest.
